Last night's rain added to the misery of thousands, but with the 


dawn came hope. A visit to the various camps where the homeless 
are being cared for tfiis morning found men wet, but 
cheerful. 


Rarely did April shower come so inopportunely as last night's 
drenching on this morning's downpour. 
But the hills will be 


greener and the' sky bluer for it and to the eye of man these are 
reassurance. To many the dampness of today is preferable to the 
dust of yesterday, and the homeless even have been revived by it.

camped under the willows at Lake Merritt. Their comforters this 
morning are soaking wet, and the prospects for tonight's lodgement 
are not of the brightest. A garage at Twelfth and Oak streets was 
taken possession of by Constable Bert Hempstead about 3 o'clock 
this morning and a large .majority of the 500 odd Celestials were 
marched up to the building and made the best of the remainder of 
the night there. Twice the fires in their open air kitchen were ex- 
tinguished this morning. But finally, with the aid of some rough 
boards, a shelter was made and the morning meal served. 


QUARTERS ARE CROWDED. 


The air ordinance, however, has already been badly fractured 


^n the bunk houses throughout the city, and it is feared that the 
rain will result in their being crowded to the suffocation point. 


At the racetrack, Shell Mound Park and Idora Park those out 


of doors are offered shelter. Many are there already and at Shell 
Mound 300 women and children were fed there this morning. * It 
is estimated, however, that there is room there for a thousand. At 
the Oakland racetrack none but men are taken. Between 400 and 
500 were given breakfast there today. At both of these places the 
large areas covered by grand stands and pavilions offer shelter from 
rain. 


At the Elks' Camp on Adams Point the conditions were better. 


Here the tents shed the dampness and the straw absorbed the 
moisture from the ground. The tramping of the feet outside, how- 
ever, soon converted the sod into mud and the early morning meal 
was eaten under adverse circumstances. The clothing and bedding, 
however, escaped the wetting, and as soon as their hunger had been 
appeased the occupants again sought the shelter of the tents. 


The rain, if not long continued, it is not believed will add ma- 


terially to the distress. A day of sunshine will dry out the damp- 
ness anH the happy spring time make all forget the inconvenience. 
By nightfall it is expected new quarters will be found for all those 
who have been sleping out of doors without protection, and general 
thankfulness is expressed that the rain did not come a night earlier.

"Never can San Francisco forget the nobility of Oak- 


Perhaps the greatest stroke of good fortune in the 
general story of disaster was the fact that the big city on 
the eastern shore of the bay escaped the scourge of fire and 
was comparatively little damaged by the earthquake. To 
be mere Oakland had been seriously shaken, but the great- 
hearted people of the city at once forgot their own woes in

. "And surely no people in th« world in a time of stress 


ev«r shared a more glorious generosity than did the citizens 
of Oakland. At once they threw open their homes to the 
refugees from the stricken metropolis. 
Rich and poor 


strove whh each other in the effort to excel in deeds of un-

Tales of how storekeepers stripped their 


shelves and gave their goods away, and of how house- 
holders emptied their wardrobes and pantriea In the effort 
to relieve the distress are splendidly common. 


"The patience of the chric authorities equaled the 


generosity of the private citizens,, and there was commend- 
able common sense as well as quick thought shown in 
handling the throng of horrieless people turned into Oak- 
land's streets without warning. Committees formed as if 
by magic acted as if they had spent a lifetime In relieving 
distress. Men who found it hard to get the ready money 
with which to meet their own necessities freely divided 
their scant purses with the stranger. The citizens of Oak- 
land acted as if they had all their lives studied the sublime 
story of the Good Samaritan so they might be in readiness 
for just this emergency. 


"What is true in Oakland is true in proportion to 


population of Berkeley San Rafael and the other cities of 
the bay counties, and no matter how proud the new and 
greater San Francisco may become she must always feel 
her debt of gratitude for the tender care and open-hearted 
kindness of the cities who responded so nobly to her cry 
for help in her hour of agony and of need."

The prindpal bankers 
gree that there is plenty of money to meet all emergencies if it can 
mly be made available without throwing the whole monetary 
ituation out of balance and creating a host of individual embarrass- 
lents. Still it would materially expedite tie business revival that 
5 already setting in if a temporary systam of accommodation bank- 
ng can be devised. It is understood that some of the local bankers 
re addressing themselves to this phase of the finandal problem and 
lope to have a plan perfected that will meet the approval «f the 
tank Commissioners.

Francla Hotel, with his wife and chil- 
dren, one ten days old, and a trained 
nurse, are now safe at <4S Thirty-seventh 
street, Oakland. 


Mr. Alexander was In Ills apartments 


at the Kemlworth. corner of Bush and 
Powell streets, two'squares from the St 
Francis, when the earthquake occurred. 
As not* as his wife was calm, he rushed 
to the St. Francis and found the build- 
ing badly shaken, but perfectly safa from 
top to bottom.

It was decided to prepare one meal 
that day, to be served from 1 to 4 In 
the afternoon, and Victor Hartiler, the 
chef, ana a corps of oooks wore prepar- 
ing the meal while the guests, looking 
through the windows down Geary street, 
were witnessing the destruction of the 
Palace HoteL 


During til this time the nutted guests
